ANNUAL  REPORT 

of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1946 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for 
1946,  dealing  with  the  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Urban 
District  of  Warsop. 

The  Vital  Statistics  are  very  satisfactory,  especially  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate,  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the  District. 
The  incidence  of  the  commoner  infectious  diseases  was  an  average 
one  ;  of  two  cases  notified  as  Diphtheria,  one  case  only  was  con¬ 
firmed,  the  other  suspected  case  being  diagnosed  as  Vincent’s 
Angina.  The  diphtheria  patient  recovered  and  its  is  of  interest 
to  record  that  this  child  had  not  been  immunised.  Parents  are 
beginning  to  see  the  value  of  immunisation. 

I  should  have  liked  to  have  seen  the  introduction  of  the  Rhesus 
factor  in  blood  grouping  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  but  owing  to 
the  shortage  of  technicians  this  will  have  to  be  held  over  until 
the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service  at  Sheffield  can  undertake 
the  examination  of  blood  specimens. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  unfailing  assistance 
given  by  all  members  of  the  Staff,  without  whose  help  this  report 
could  not  have  been  prepared.

SANITARY  INSPECTIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR  S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

1st  January  to  31st  December,  1946. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Warsop  Urban  District 
Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  nineteenth  Annual  Report 
which  of  necessity  must  again  be  brief. 

The  housing  situation  in  the  district  is  still  very  serious  and 
I  would  again  draw  your  attention  to  the  need  of  a  complete 
housing  survey  of  the  district  to  reveal  some  idea  of  the  position. 
The  true  position  would  not  be  revealed  even  by  this  because  the 
overcrowding  standard  which  we  adopt  according  to  the  Housing 
Act  does  not  reveal  moral  overcrowding  and  to  my  mind  this  is 
more  of  a  menace  than  the  actual  number  in  the  house  and  un¬ 
fortunately  the  standard  practice  of  counting  kitchens  and  parlours 
as  sleeping  accommodation  does  not  reveal  the  true  picture. 
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Regarding  repairs  to  existing  houses,  the  position  is  more 
difficult  than  ever,  reconditioning  is  out  of  the  question  and  it 
is  becoming  more  difficult  than  ever  to  get  even  urgent  essential 
repairs  carried  out  owing  to  scarcity  of  building  materials  and 
fittings.  This  means  that  properties  which  10  years  ago  were 
reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation  are  gradualfy  lapsing  into 
varying  stages  of  dilapidation  ;  in  fact  I  shall  be  quite  safe  in 
stating  that  20%  of  the  houses  in  the  district  do  not  come  up  to 
the  standard  which  should  be  provided  for  every  human  being. 

There  seems  to  be  some  improvement  in  the  position  re 
verminous  premises,  the  use  of  D.D.T.  and  Gammexane  and  the 
help  and  advice  given  by  the  Health  Department  is,  I  am  sure, 
showing  results.  I  did  suggest  in  my  last  annual  report  that  all 
verminous  premises  should  be  treated  free  of  cost  to  either  the  owner 
or  occupier  but  no  decision  was  taken,  I  am  still  of  the  same  opinion. 

The  reports  of  various  inspections  which  are  set  out  in  tabulated 
form  represents  much  more  work  than  is  apparent. 

In  conclusion  I  again  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  and  assistance  given  by  the  Medical  Officer,  Clerk 
and  other  Officials  of  the  Council  during  the  past  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 

In  presenting  my  sixteenth  report  on  Public  Cleansing  I  am 
incorporating  details  of  materials  salvaged  and  sold  during  the 
year.  The  amount  of  salvage  collected  has  again  decreased  during 
the  year  due  to  the  apathy  of  the  public.  I  have  tried  various 
schemes  to  try  and  re-kindle  interest  and  to  impress  upon  the  rate¬ 
payers  the  fact  that  the  salvaging  of  such  materials  as  paper, 
rags,  bones,  jars  and  bottles  is  as  necessary  now  as  during  the  War 
years  but  the  response  to  my  appeals  has  only  been  very  short 
lived.  This  seems  to  be  the  experience  generally  throughout  the 
country. 

Revenue  from  salvage  shows  a  decrease  of  £33  9s.  6d.  on  last 
year,  the  net  profit  this  year  being  £150  15s.  9d.,  which  is  not  too 
bad. 
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The  high  standard  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  continues 
to  be  maintained  but  costs  continue  to  increase  due  to  increased 
cost  of  labour  and  materials. 

The  staff  and  wages  paid  per  week  are  as  follows  : — 

1  Foreman  at  £5  18s.  6d. 

2  Drivers  at  £5  13s.  6d. 

3  Fillers  at  £5  7s.  Od. 

1  Tip  Attendant  at  £5  7s.  Od. 

1  Salvage  attendant  at  3  16s.  6d. 

1  Driver  Mechanic  at  £5  13s.  6d.  who  is  responsible  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  three  refuse  collection  vehicles,  disinfector 
van  and  Roads  Department  vehicle. 

The  Foreman  works  with  the  men  and  the  drivers  assist  with 
carrying  out  and  filling. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  bulk  of  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
at  Gravel  Lane  Tip. 

Under  an  arrangement  with  the  Warsop  Vale  Welfare  Com¬ 
mittee  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  on  Monday  and  Tuesday 
of  each  week  on  land  belonging  to  the  Committee  which  is  part 
of  their  recreation  ground  at  Church  Warsop.  Refuse  collected 
from  Church  Warsop  and  Warsop  Vale  is  utilised  for  this  purpose. 
Tipping  on  this  site  commenced  on  12  November,  1946.

Milk. 

Results  of  examination  of  samples.

There  are  28  Cowsheds  and  32  Dairies  in  the  District.  These 
are  inspected  from  time  to  time  to  ensure,  as  far  as  possible,  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926.  These  inspections 
necessitate  many  early  visits  between  the  hours  of  6-30  a.m.  and 
8-30  a.m.  while  milking  is  in  progress.  The  bacterial  standard 
of  the  milk  produced  in  your  area  is  satisfactory  as  shown  by  the 
reports  of  the  Analyst. 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

The  butchers  generally  have  continued  to  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  above  and  no  action  under  the  Regulations 
has  been  necessary. 
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Slaughtering  on  Unlicenced  Premises. 

382  Notices  of  “  occasional  slaughtering  ”  were  received  in 
respect  of  pigs  slaughtered  by  cottagers  on  unlicenced  premises, 
the  carcases  of  which  were  for  home  consumption  only. 

The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  on  unlicenced  premises  shows 
an  increase  of  17  on  last  year’s  figures. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

This  Act  provides  for  the  licensing  of  all  slaughtermen  and 
also  for  the  stunning  of  animals  with  a  mechanically  operated 
instrument  in  proper  repair.  All  butchers  in  your  district  who 
do  private  slaughtering  of  cottagers’  pigs  use  the  Cash  Captive 
Bolt.  The  pistols  are  examined  from  time  to  time  to  see  that  they 
are  in  proper  working  order. 

Fishmongers  and  Fish  Fryers. 

66  visits  were  made  to  premises  of  the  above.  I  found  nothing 
to  warrant  any  action  being  taken. 

Market,  Stalls,  Etc. 

The  several  shops,  markets,  stalls,  vans,  etc.,  from  which 
meat  is  sold  were  kept  under  strict  supervision  and  minor  infringe¬ 
ments  were  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  2  Bakehouses  on  the  Register.  These  are  kept 
under  observation,  27  visits  having  been  made.  Minor  infringe¬ 
ments  have  been  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Factories  Act,  1937. 

29  inspections  of  factories  have  been  carried  out.  No  statutory 
action  was  necessary,  minor  contraventions  being  rememdied  by 
informal  action.
